LITTLE BROWN MEN DO GOOD 
WORK IN PEATLANDS. 


— 2% — 


American and Mexican Laborers are 
Supplanted by Japs in Celery and 
Beat Fields—Asiatice Acquiring 
Land to Farm for Themselves. 
Santa Ana Happenings. 


SANTA ANA, March 27.—An increas- 

ing demand is coming from the big 
farming country west of the river for 
Japanese labor and this season there 
has been a small army of the little 
brown men employed there. Work in 
the damp lowlands, planting and cut- 
ting celery and caring for the_ beet 
crops, which white farm hands find 
decidedly uncongenial, seems to be 
suited to the Japanese laborer and 
the result is that he is fast supplant- 
ing both American and Mexican work- 
ers. Employers find the Japanese tw be 
steady, if not aggressive workers, and 
with efficient American overseers are 
said to accomplish as much work as 
any other class of ranch hands. Japan- 
ese were first imtrofuced when 1 
crops became so large that help t 
harvest them could not be secured lo- 
cally, and the experiment proved so 
satisfac that large numbers have 
found employment ever since. In addi- 
tion to their work with celery, beets 
and other vegetable crops, the Japs 
have been found to be expert olive 
Pickers and are ed extensively 
in that industry. 
With their native commercial in- 
stinct many of the Japanese heretofore 
employed in the celery fields. are this 
year renting tracts of land to work for 
themselves and are expected to becom 
important factors in the vegetab:e in- 
dustry of the peatland district. In som; 
cases they are even making negotia- 
tions for buying the land and engaging 
in the profitable celery trade. 

A large percentage Wm the 160) cars 
of celery sent out from the peatlands 
this season was harvested by Japanese 
labor and much of the 1209 acres of 
beets to be planted in the Newlands 
district, as well as the Los Alamitos 
acreage, will de worked y the same

UNDER WAY. 
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RAPID MARCH OF PROGRESS AT 
SANTA MONICA.

Citizens Vieing With Municipality 
in Improving the Town—Twin 
Cities Have Annoying Complica- 
tions— Too Many Postoffices—Sea- 
side Flotsam and Jetsam. 


SANTA MONICA, Ma  27.—The 
spirit of improvement is “abroad in 
Santa Monica, and private citizens are 
vielng with the municipality to see who 
can lead the march of progress A con- 
crete sidewalk and curb is to be con- 
structed on the north side of Oregon 
avenue from Eleventh to Seventeenth 
street. Similar walks and curbs are 
to be constructed on Fourteenth, Fir- 
teenth and Sixteenth streets, between 
Oregon and Arizona avenues. The 
grades are to be established on Blev- 
enth, Hollister, Hill. and some other 
streets, preparatory to their improve- 
ment. The contractors are pushing the 
work of grading, graveling and olling 
Speedway from Hollister avenue te the 
Ocean Park city limita, where the new 
town wiil-take up the work and im- 
prove this thoroughfare through to 
Short Line Beach. Marine street is 
to be opened clear through, the con- 
tract for the connecting link having 
been let. 

A contemplated improvement of more 
than minor import is the project of 
providing an approach to the beach 
from Montana avenue. The City Trus- 
tees have canvassed the situation, and 
the City Engineer is preparing pro- 
files. The purpose is to construct a 
gradual incline that may be used by 
pedestrians, carriages and automobiles. 

The paving of Hollister avenue . is 
about to be commenced. The gravel is 
now being hauled and the -paving of 
this street will prove another connect- 
ing link between the sand“ and the 
irt.“ as the two sections of the town 
are called.
